By cinder we mean any minute 
particle of whatever nature which 
lodges in the eye, where il causes 
much pain and distress. 

In most cases when a foreign 
body gets Into the eye, it in 

little discomfort for time, bat it is 

soon washed away by the tears 
without <loing any harm. Some- 

pecially when the panicle 

has sharp corners lo if, as is often 
the case with the fine cinders from 
a. locomotive which burns soft coal, 
the conjunctiva is cui and the body 
becomes firmly lodged in il, and all 
nature's simple efforts to remove il 

are ineffectual. Man theo tries to 
come to nature's assistance, and of- 
ten makes bad very much worse. 

The sufferer winks the eye, rub" 
il with his finger, perhaps inserts 
an eyeslone. and does whatever else 
i think of to drive I hi! particle 
deeper in lo be conjunctiva and ex- 
cite inflammation. This in flam ma 

tion causes swelling of the con 

jnnciiva immediately surround log 
the offending particle, with the 

result thai the foiegin body becomes 
(Irmly embedded, and can be remov- 
ed only by the little needle or knife 
of the oculist ; or else it loosens itself 
Citing an ulceration a minute 
while scar. I.ucky is the man if 
this M-ar speck is at one side, and 
not, directly in front of the pupil. 
One who gets a cinder in lie

On account of ibe crowded condi- 
tion of the sohool al the present 
time Superintendent Johnson must 
necessarily refuse admission to ;i 
number of applicants, in the new 
nool it is the Intention t<( provide 
for all. It is the plan to search out 
and bring to the sohool every deaf 
chilli in the State. In addition to 
deaf children there is to be found 
another class of ohildreo, who, while 
possessing the power hearing, do nol 
nave the power of speech. While 

many Of tins class are of feeble in 

lei led there is a large proportion 

who mentally are bright and qu'ek. 

These superintendent Johnson 

proposes to bring into the school, 

teach them speech and educate 

them. The superintendent feds 
confident that within a few years 
the increased Capacity of the new 

school, placed at 500, will be tested 

to the utmost, limit,

Ohio Slate School lor the Deaf was 
nearly COO; in the Illinois school

Louis Superintendent Johnson was 
appointed a member of the Inter- 
national Jury of Awards for the 
Department of Education at the 
fair and was awarded by the supe-

Otto Johnson, superintendent of the 

Indiana State School for the Deaf, 
lor excellence ami completeness in 
blank forms for such institutions 

and for research and publications 
of important Information teaching 

deafness." 

The first and formal acknowledg- 
ment of the Slate to provide means 
lor the education of the deal 
made by the General Assembly 
February 11, 1848, i>.\ means of a 
resolution, and a year later a law 
was passed providing for a lax of 9 
mills on each one hundred dollars' 
worth of properly for the purpose, 
which it Is recalled, was the first 
direct tax levy ever made anywhere 
for a school lor the deaf. Later in 
1848 a private school was establish- 
ed in Indianapolis by a deaf ma:', 
William Willard, and in 1844 this 
was incorporated as a Stale school 
with Governor Whitoomb, Henry 

Ward Beecher, Bishop Matthew 
Simpson and other well known oltl-

Board of Trustees. It was the 
seventh institution of similar na- 
ture t" be established in the United 

Stales, and the second Stale institu- 
tion of any kind to be established in

" This is strictly an educational 
institution — a school in its widest 
and best, sense— and should be in 
law what it Is In fact, a part of the
